Dr. Robert FE. Wilson's well- 
aimed kick at the Federal Trade 
Commission’s condemnation of 
large corporate organizations 
took this same position. 

He took oil as an example: 

“There must be large, success- 
ful, financially strong. corpora- 
tions in the oil industry. If there 
weren't, our economic and mil- 
jtarv security would require that 
they be created and im 
with the spirit of rivalry char- 
acteristic of our industry. The 
costs of economy-size units in 
the high-priced end of the busi- 
ness are big and growing big- 
ger — $35,000 a mile for pipe 
lines, $6,000,000 apiece for tank- 
ers, and $25,000,000 for a refin- 
erv of reasonable capacity and 
efficiency. There are further 
economies in owning several re- 
fineries. in different areas, and 
in linking up investments in dif- 
ferent parts of the business un- 
der a unified management. The 
rate of obsolescence in sucn 
equipment is terrific and is 
costly evidence of the industry's 
strenuous technological rivalry. 
To survive, a large oil company 
must diversify its risks and con- 
tinually invest large sums in re- 
search. Though size may help a 
company to set the pace, a more 
general rule is that the pace- 
setting companies are the ones 
that achieve size and continue 
to grow.’’ 

There are now over 400,000 
corporations in this country, and 
more than 4.000.000: business en- 
terprises. And more than 1,000 
new companies are formed ev- 
ery day. .. e+ In 1900 there 
were approximately 21 business 
firms for’ each 1,000 persons, 
- . - Today, when ‘little firms 
zre, in the minds of some, being 
*‘sobbled up,’”’ and after a great 
{increase in population, there are 
26 firms per 1,000 persons. 

Dr. Witson sees atomic energy 
ms about 20 years away—in gen- 
eral industrial use. Even then 
he believes it will supply power 
largely to central units and will 
not greatly compete with oil. 

And always—he thinks—where 
bigness is more efficient it will 
do the job... but small busi- 
ness and competitive enterprise

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How’d Murra y Harmon 
Geta Liquor License? 


Murray Harmon, liquor store owner 
with a fairly long record, was in court 
charging a clerk with stealing $127,000. 

Because of one of Harmon's remarks, 
a mistrial was declared. - 

What we want to know is why Mur- 
ray Harmon was allowed to have a 
liquor store and why his license should 
not now be voided. Why are there 
stories that this ex-bootlegger is now 
“too powerful to be touched?” 

In testimony, records were intro- 
duced showing Harmon had convictions 
of five liquor law violations. Harmon's 
suit charging theft also brought out the 
fact he “might owe the government in 
excess of $50,000.” The record shows 
Harmon also had two charges placed 
on the “dead docket.” 

Harmon, by all accounts, was ac- 
tively engaged in liquor law violations 
during prohibition days. Five convic- 
tions testify to that, plus the two “dead- 
docket” cases, seven in all. 

We'd like to know why he received 
a license. 

And why he now may keep one. 

It isn’t a pretty picture. It testifies 
once again that liquor stores often lead 
to considerable wealth—although just 
how that is legally possible with one 
store we have never quite understood. 

Incidentally, Harmon reportedly tes- 
tified he did put a liquor store in an- 
other man’s name. 

That is a violation of the law—the 
last time we heard it. 

We hope the commissianer of reve- 
nue will look into it. If Harmon is, as 
he says, in trouble with the govern- 
ment “in excess of $50,000,” then the 
state must be interested. 

We also urge the proper authorities 
to examine the possibilities of getting 
this five-time-convicted violator of liq- 
uor laws out of the business.

Governors Study 


Disaster Program 


WASHINGTON—Developments at the re- 
cent Kansas City conference of governors 
of a dozen drought-stricken with 
whom President Eisenhower consulted 
briefly, may point the way to assumption of 
more initiative and re- 
sponsibility by states 
and local governments. 

This indicated 
in resolutions the gov- 
ernors adopted designed 
to get them- 
selves, to contribute as 
much as possible to- 
ward financing and op- 
erating disaster relief 
in a cooperative plan of 
oo action with the Federal 
Government: and in the motives back of 
these resolutions. 

While one of the resolutions was directed 
specifically to the problem of farmers in 
the present emergency, the other had a 
long-term purpose. It called for the execu- 
tive council of the governors conierence, 
representing governors of all the 48 states, 
to sit down with a committee from the’ Fed- 
eral Government to work out “‘a construc- 
tive and continuous program of state-fed- 
eral cooperation in disaster relief.’ 

The importance of this second resolution 
was stressed by Frank Bane, executive sec- 
retary of the governors conference for 
many years, who participated in the Kan- 
sas City sessions. Contacted at headquar- 
ters of the governors conference in Chicago, 
Mr. Bane pointed out that what is contem- 
plated now is a plan of cooperative action 
that could be put into effect immediately

ehereafter upon the occurrence of any nat- 


ural disaster, such as drought, floods, etc. 

It is the intention of the governors con- 
ference to begin work promptly upon for- 
mulation of a long-range cooperative plan, 
Mr. Bane said. 

This would meet with an aim of the Ei- 
senhower administration to give the states 
nore responsibility, both operational and 
financial, in coping with big-scale problems 
in which the Federal Government has shoul- 
dered the major burden in recent years. 

It should be emphasized, however, that 
while the proposed pattern gives the states 
more initiative, it Goes not anticipate shov- 
ing the whole responsibility on the states as 
is advocated by some extreme ‘‘state-right- 
ers.’’ They would backtrack to the era of 
Thomas Jefferson with its simple, agricul- 
tural economy of a small and struggling na- 
tion clinging to the Atlantic Seaboard. 

Such, of course, is impossible in the 
world of today. It is a political anachronism 
that had best be forgotten if we are not to 
indulge in mere day-dreaming, that is, so 
far as concerns the major economic and 
social problems which we have decided that 
our society will attempt to meet in its 
organized capacity as government—federal, 
state and local. 

The more practical method is the fed- 
eral-state cooperative arrangement.

Undo Damage Dore in Smearing 


McCarthy, Senate 


WASHINGTON—When a man is smeared 
by a congressional committee, do the facts 
actually catch up and erase the smear? 

This is a question often debated here 
in Washington, and the best answer is 
that, if a man is considered innocent un- 
til proved guilty, the American public will 
hesitate to condemn a man on mere ac- 
cusations and will pre 
await the final verdict. 

Having stated the 
general attitude toward 
such cases, the ques- 
tion now arises wheth- 
er the ‘‘Americans for 
Democratic Action’’ and 
the Senate subcommit- 
tee on elections, which 
did a ‘“‘smear’’ job on 
Sen. McCarthy of Wis- 
consin with innuendoes # 
of guilt, will now undo the damage they 
both did and distribute as widely the lat- 
est official information which exonerates 
him from violation of any federal laws. 

For the Department of Justice, through 
a letter written by Att. Gen. Brownell, 
now declares that the criminal di- 
vision has reviewed the charges enumer- 
ated by a Senate subcommittee but on 
which the committee itself refused to 
pass judgment. The Senate subcommittee 
said only that it was transmitting the re- 
port to the attorney general ‘‘for such con- 
sideration as maybe within the jurisdic- 
tion and the responsibility’’ of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. The attorney general now 
says he has examined the report to see if 
any federal offenses had been committed. 
He states: 

“The report fails to show the commis- 
sion of any such offenses. The subcommit- 
tee spent a great deal of time, effort and 
money in its investigation made prior to 
the preparation of the report and there is 
no reason to believe that new evidence

would be forthcoming from further investi- 


gation.” 

So the attorney general declares there 
is no reason to pass the data on to the 
grand jury. 

The attorney general took occasion also 
to write a letter disposing of charges of 
law violation in the Maryland senatorial 
election of 1950. 

How far will this exoneration get with 
the critics of Sen. McCarthy, especially 
those who have insisted in other cases that 
they believe in considering a man inno- 
cent of crime until proved guilty. Per- 
haps some of them will argue that the Wis- 
consin senator has himself accused other 
people through his legislative inquiries. 
But, despite all the furor about harm to in- 
nocent persons who have been accused of 
having Communist connections, not a sin- 
gle case has ever been proved against the 
Wisconsin senator of bringing anybody be- 
fore his committee who had not in some 
way been mixed up with Communist organ- 
izations. 

Conceding, on the other hand, that the 
Wisconsin senator may have made some 
mistakes in certain instances, two wrongs 
do not make a single right, and it will be 
interesting to see whether the distribution 
of many thousands of copies of, charges 
against Senator McCarthy by the ‘‘Amer- 
icans for Démocratic Action’’ will be fol- 
lowed now by the distribution by this or- 
ganization of an equal number of copies 
of the letters for exoneration from the De- 
partment of Justice. 

Maybe if this is done, it will have a 
salutary effect on all extremists and pro 
duce an era of better feeling on the subject 
of congressional inquiries. For, if the harm 
done can be offset by proper corrective 
measures exonerating the innocent, there 
will be a greater concentration on getting 


at the really guilty.

Whopping Yule Sales 
Seen With Food Ahead 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

There’s no business like Christmas business to give the retail 
merchant a feeling of well-being. 

Santa. of course, will not be here for another two months. But 
the Atlanta retailer already is looking forward to the gift-giving 
season. Generally, the outlook here indicates that last year’s 
whopping sales will be repeated, and in some cases increased. 

The actual dollar volume of activity, however, will not be 
spread uniformly over all items of merchandise or all types of 
business, 

Food stores appear to be in the driver's seat. Most food execu- 
tives interviewed here feel it reasonable to expect a 10 per cent 
increase in dollar volume over 1952’s holiday season. The most 
conservative food men expect at least an 8 per cent increase. 
Right now food sales are running some 6 to 8 per cent ahead of 
last year. 

Atlanta variety and general merchandise outlets are not quite 
so optimistic, although most of them think the consumer will 
spend from 5 to 7 per cent more money than he did in 1952. One 
such business, agreeing with this estimate, pointed out that last 
year’s sales were the greatest in its history... more than 15 
per cent above the same period in 1951. 

Department store merchandise men were divided. Some said 
that the dollar volume tor Christmas buying should top 1952 by 5 
to 10 per cent. Others. on the basis of business during the past six 
weeks, felt they would do well to break even. One commented 
that business is showing a downward trend... running from 2 to 
3 per cent behind last vear. 

Furniture stores figure to break even with last vear's Christ- 
mas sales, which were good for the most part. Some are ahead at 
this time, however. 

Appliance dealers in Atlanta will be pléased if they do as well 
this Christmas as Jast, and none are counting their receipts ahead 
of time. Most are watching their inventories pretty carefully. 

A national survey on Christmas retail trade this vear pre- 
dicted, with some exceptions, an over-all 10 per cent increase in 
dollar volume over 1952. 10 per cent increase in Atlanta, how- 
ever, will be the exception rather than the rule 


&-VMonth Rise Is Shown 

For the first eight months this vear, Southeastern retailers 
have posted cumulative sales well ahead of the same period in 
1952... due in a large part to sharp advances in most sections 
of the region during August. 

Sales in Atlanta so far this year, according to the regional 
office of the U.S. Department of Commerce, are 9 per cent ahead 
of the first two-thirds of 1952. August sales here gained 8 per cent 
over a year ago.

Numerous public health services 
will be offered at the new clinic to 
residents who until now have had 
to to the main health center 
in Decatur for treatment, Vinson 
explained. 

Miss Johnson will work closely 
with a private nurse employed by 
Scottdale Mills, Vinson said. The 
company owns the house occupied 
by the new clinic and paid for the 
building's remodeling, he added. 

Scottdale Mills also furnished the 
clinie except for technical equip- 
ment, Vinson said. 

The DeKalb Health Department 
also has branch clinics at Lithonia, 
Doraville, Brookhaven and L\n- 
wood Park.
